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PREFACE 

A NEED for some kind of reliable guide to universities and other higher educational institu- 
tions throughout the world has increased rapidly in recent years, and the International 
Association of Universities has wished for some time to include a volume among its publica- 
tions which could help to satisfy it. Its resources in secretariat staff and funds were barely 
adequate for an undertaking of such scope, but it seemed to the Association's Administrative 
Board that the attempt should none the less be made. Over the last eighteen months the 
necessary information has therefore been collected, classified, and prepared for publication, 
and the present Handbook is the result. 

In the English language, two reference works of this kind are already well established 
and provide detailed information on universities and other institutions of higher education 
in the British Commonwealth and the United States of America respectively. These are the 
Commonwealth "Universities Yearbook* edited by J. F. Foster, and American Universities 
and Colleges^ edited by Mary Irwin. The International Handbook of Universities, in con- 
sequence, is designed as a companion volume to them. It attempts to provide classified 
information on university institutions in some seventy other countries, thus forming with 
the two existing volumes a world-wide series. 

The three publications are separate and independent, and their contents reflect the 
differing traditions and needs which have brought them into existence. But the resem- 
blances between them are marked and deliberate and it is intended that, side by side on a 
reference shelf, similar in format and in the basic information they contain, they should 
offer a readily accessible answer to many of the factual queries raised by the growing inter- 
dependence of university institutions in all countries. The information they give is provided 
almost entirely by the university institutions listed in them. Publication is in each case 
carried out under the authority of a recognized academic body. Continued editorial con- 
sultations will seek to ensure that the series thus conceived may become a useful instrument 
of day-to-day work in individual institutions as well as a means of fostering mutual knowledge 
among them. 

The International Association of Universities is indebted to academic authorities through- 
out the world for their collaboration in providing material specially prepared for inclusion 
in this Handbook. In some cases, use has also been made of published and unpublished 
material in the possession of the Association's secretariat through the courtesy of government 
departments and other official bodies. The task of editing documents in many languages 
and covering a great diversity of academic institutions has been considerable, and though a 
careful attempt has been made to present information as accurately as possible, this first 
edition is not fully comprehensive and doubtless contains errors. Comments and corrections 
which will improve the Handbook in later editions will be welcome. 

The Association, and particularly the staff of its secretariat, wish to acknowledge most 
gratefully the help given by those who have completed questionnaires and replied to other 
requests for information.

GUIDE TO THE ENTRIES 

THE entries, which are presented alphabetically, country by country, are of two types. 
University institutions are described in some detail, with sections covering matters such as 
their general academic structure, admission requirements, degrees and diplomas, and the 
composition of their academic staffs and student bodies. Other higher educational institu- 
tions are mentioned more briefly at the end of the section for each country. 

This distinction has been made for a purely practical reason. To prepare a full descrip- 
tion of each of the very numerous institutions in the second category would have delayed 
publication so long that much of the information would have been out of date when printed. 
The object, therefore, has been to provide descriptive entries only for those institutions 
which are regarded as of full university rank, whether they bear the name of * university ' 
or not. This, however, does not imply any attempt at 'evaluation' by the International 
Association of Universities, and among the other higher educational institutions listed many, 
such as certain schools of medicine and colleges concerned with a particular technological 
discipline, are of high academic repute. It should be added that independent faculties and 
schools of theology and fine arts have not been included. 

The following notes concern the form of the descriptive entries, which are based as far 
as possible on information relating to the academic year 1957-58. 

The lists of faculties, institutes, and schools are intended primarily as a general guide to 
the academic structure of the universities of which they form part, and their various titles are 
therefore given in English throughout the volume. Admission requirements are normally 
those for courses leading to a first degree or similar qualification. Conditions for entry to 
certain short diploma or less formal courses are often less stringent, those for admission to 
studies leading to higher degrees more exacting. 

Information concerning degrees, diplomas, and professional qualifications is generally 
given in the language of the country concerned, and the duration of studies, indicated in 
years or semesters, is normally the minimum period required. Translations into English 
of fields of study are given where these are likely to be helpful. Basic terms and titles such 
as Licence, Licenciado, Candidaat, etc., which do not correspond directly to terminology 
used in English-speaking countries have not, however, been translated, nor have translations 
been included for words and phrases which do not differ substantially from the English. 

The composition of the academic staff is indicated in descending order of rank. It will 
be noted that in these classified lists certain universities have employed a more restrictive 
definition of members of academic staff than when indicating the size of the staff of the 
different faculties, departments, and schools. The titles are given in the language of the 
country concerned. In a few cases, however, universities have themselves employed English 
terminology in providing this information, and this has been retained. 

A page reference to each institution will be found in the index under its official title and, 
where relevant, under the English translation provided for it. 



ABBREVIATIONS 

As the Handbook is intended for international use, abbreviations have 
been employed as little as possible. In particular, degree abbreviations 
have been kept to a minimum, though in certain instances they are included 
after the full titles of qualifications appearing in the text. Abbreviations 
which do occur are generally well known, and should not give rise to 
difficulties. The nine listed below are employed throughout the entries.

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A NOTE ON THE INTERNATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF UNIVERSITIES 

AND ITS PERMANENT SECRETARIAT, THE INTERNATIONAL 
UNIVERSITIES BUREAU 

Conscious of their high responsibility as guardians of the intellectual life ; 

Conscious of the fundamental principles for which every university should stand, namely : 

the right to pursue knowledge for its own sake and to follow wherever the search for truth 

may lead ; the tolerance of divergent opinion and freedom from political interference ; 

Conscious of their obligation as social institutions to promote, through teaching and 

research, the principles of freedom and justice, of human dignity and solidarity ; to 

develop mutually material and moral aid on an international level ; 

The universities of the world, through their representatives assembled in conference at Nice, 

hereby decide to create an International Association of Universities. 

(From the Constitution of the Association, December, 1950) 



FOUNDATION 

The Association was founded in December 
1950, at an international conference of represent- 
atives of universities called together for this pur- 
pose at Nice. 

Its creation fulfilled the hopes of many years of 
preliminary discussion and endeavour. Already 
in 1930 a Universities Congress at Havana had 
put forward a proposal for an International 
Association of Universities. In 1 937 a Conference 
on Higher Education, meeting in Paris under the 
auspices of the International Institute of Intellec- 
tual Co-operation, had formulated plans for a 
permanent international organization and in 1939 
a committee was in fact formed. But war pre- 
vented progress, and it was not until 1947 that 
plans once more became precise. The General 
Conference of Unesco, meeting that year in 
Mexico, authorized its Director General to invite 
universities to a Preparatory Conference to discuss 
the project in detail. With the co-operation of 
the Netherlands Government, this Conference 
took place at Utrecht in 1948 and was attended by 
representatives of 135 universities in 34 countries. 
It came to the conclusion that the formation of 
the Association would be practicable and of value 
in academic relations. An Interim Committee of 
ten leading university personalities and an Inter- 
national Universities Bureau were set up to 
prepare for its establishment and to begin some 
of the tasks which it would later undertake. 

At Nice in December 1950 the delegates of 167 
universities and other institutions of higher 
education in 52 countries met under the chair- 
manship of the Rector of the University of Paris, 
M. J. Sarrailh, who was elected the first President 
of the new Association and is now its Honorary 
President. They drew up and adopted the 
Association's Constitution, on the basis that it 
would comprise 200 selected institutions in all 
regions of the world, and took decisions concern- 



ing its programme and activities. The Inter- 
national Universities Bureau was placed under 
the Association's control as its permanent secre- 
tariat. 

MEMBERSHIP 

The Association is based on the individual 
membership of institutions of university rank 
throughout the world. 

Degree-conferring institutions whose main 
object is education and the advancement of 
knowledge, whether or not they bear the name of 
university, may be admitted to Membership of the 
Association, but they must be at the level of higher 
education, as shown by the quality of their 
instruction and by the active participation of their 
staffs in scientific or scholarly research. 

Invitations were first issued to selected uni- 
versities early in 1951 and since then membership 
of the Association has been progressively enlarged. 
At the beginning of 1959 it included 283 uni- 
versities and institutions of higher education in 
65 countries. Four Associations of universities 
have been admitted to associate membership : the 
Association of Universities of the British Common- 
wealth, the European Universities Committee, 
the Federation of Catholic Universities, and the 
Union of Universities of Latin America. 

STRUCTURE 

THE GENERAL CONFERENCE is composed of full 
and associate members, but may be opened to 
observers. It meets at least once every five years. 
It determines the general policy of the Association 
and elects the President and Members of the 
Administrative Board. Following the founding 
conference held at Nice in 1950, the General 
Conference met in Istanbul in 1955. The third 
General Conference will take place in Mexico in 
1960. 

THE ADMINISTRATIVE BOARD is composed of the 
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President and 10 to 14 members and meets at 
least once a year. It gives effect to the decisions 
of the General Conference and directs and super- 
vises the work of the International Universities 
Bureau. 

THE INTERNATIONAL UNIVERSITIES BUREAU is 
the permanent secretariat of the Association. The 
Director of the Bureau, who is appointed by the 
Administrative Board, also serves as Secretary- 
General of the Association. 

ACTIVITIES 

The major purpose of the Association is to 
promote academic co-operation at the practical 
level and in this way to provide useful services 
to university Institutions throughout the world, 
as well as to other bodies concerned with higher 
education and scientific research. The Inter- 
national Universities Bureau has been developed 
as the executive organ of the Association. 

The Bureau is organized as : a Central Admini- 
strative Office for the Association ; a Reference 
Library and Documentation Centre ; a Research 
and Information Service ; a Centre for Co-opera- 
tion in Higher Education ; and a Publishing House, 

As the Association's CENTRAL ADMINISTRATIVE 
OFFICE the Bureau is responsible, under the 
authority of the President and Administrative 
Board, for administering and recording its affairs. 
The major business of the Association is con- 
ducted in its two official languages, English and 
French, but extensive use is also made of four or 
five other principal languages. 

THE REFERENCE LIBRARY and DOCUMENTATION 
CENTRE seek to bring together and keep up to 
date, with the co-operation of member and other 
institutions, both published and unpublished 
material concerning universities and similar 
bodies all over the world. The library at present 
contains approximately 4500 volumes and pamph- 
lets as well as a large collection of university 
catalogues and calendars, and is unique of its 
kind. 

THE RESEARCH and INFORMATION SERVICE is 
concerned with the long-term study of selected 
problems in the world of higher education, con- 
sidered in their international setting. In addition 
to these studies conducted on behalf of the 



Association, the Service also assists member 
institutions as well as governmental and non- 
governmental bodies to conduct enquiries into 
questions affecting universities and acts on behalf 
of Unesco as its * clearing house* in matters of 
higher education. 

As a CENTRE FOR CO-OPERATION IN HIGHER 
EDUCATION the Bureau has working relations with 
a large number of governmental and non- 
governmental bodies at the international, regional, 
and national levels. Particularly close links are 
maintained with the Association's own associate 
members, and with Unesco under the terms of a 
formal agreement which has been in force since 
1952. The Association enjoys consultative status 
with the United Nations and co-operates closely 
with the World Health Organization and the Food 
and Agriculture Organization. The Bureau also 
maintains contact in activities benefiting univer- 
sity life with some 400 other bodies in more than 
90 countries and territories. These include the 
major international university and student 
organizations. 

As a PUBLISHING HOUSE the Bureau issues a 
quarterly journal, a series of reference volumes, 
and studies dealing with problems of higher 
education. 

Published quarterly since 1953, the Bulletin of 
the Association contains news of the Association's 
activities and of university developments through- 
out the world. It deals particularly with topics 
of current interest, national and international 
meetings, university exchanges, and statistics of 
higher education. A section is devoted to Unesco's 
activities in the university field and announce- 
ments and notices are given of recent publications 
concerned with higher education. The series of 
reference volumes has been developed in response 
to the need for concise and factual information 
about universities and university organizations. 
They are kept up to date by the issue of new 
editions or supplements at regular intervals. The 
Papers and Conference Reports of the Association 
are especially concerned with problems of aca- 
demic life and organization. Each issue of the 
Papers contains articles by recognized university 
authorities on a selected theme. A list of the 
Association's publications is given on page 339.
